‘Daily W orker* Starts Drive 
To Check Nixon Nomination 
By D A V ID LA W RENCE 


W ashington, Oct. 12 — The 
Comm unist party in America 
has started a drive to prevent 
the nom ination of Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon for the presidency in 
1956. 
The opening gun was fired 
within a fortnight after Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower became ill. On 
the page opposite the editorial 
page of the “Daily W orker,” the 
Communist organ in New York 
city, there appears a big head­ 
line. “Stop Nixon!” Below it is 
an editorial w ritten by W illiam 
Z. Foster, form erly the head of 
the Communist 
party 
in the 
United States and still one of 
its most ardent spokesmen. He 
is under indictm ent for violating 
the Comm unist-conspiracy law. 
known as the Sm ith Act. He has 
not been brought to trial due 
to claims of ill health, hut he is or the delegation of his Piesi- 


nist line, and it hasn t changed. 
In fact, it has had allies in dif­ 
ferent fields in America. 
Foster insists in his article 
that the supporters of Nixon 
have been maneuvering to get 
him into the White House “bv 
hook and crpok.”

Well, I slit ope n the pad of my 
right index finger th a t way not 
long ago and it plum b ruined my 
shooting for a couple of weeks. 
And caused me to rum inate th a t 
a good p a rt of shooting accur­ 
acy. w hether it be w ith rifle, 
scattergun. or pistol, rests in 
th at finger. 
For exam ple, while the digit 
w as still w rapped in gauze and 
entirely too tender to slap a 
shot-gun trigger, I got tangled 
Nip in 
a 
sk eet-shoot mg 
hassle 
w ith a pair of gents only too 
anxious to trim me down to size. 
So they did, but good. F irst I 
tried running my index finger 
through the guard so th at the 
second joint boro on the trigger. 
That threw my tim ing off a mile. 
s o 
I LAY the tender digit 
along the side* of the scattergun 
and tried w orking the trigger 
w ith my middle finger. T hat was 
worse. Not only had the sw itch 
somehow' confused my feeling as 
to the exactly precise m om ent to 
cut loose and break the clay, but 
it had also changed the right 
hand grip on the gun so I was 
lifting the w rist of the gun up, 
hence dropping the m uzzle for 
consistent under-shooting. 
I had sense enough to stay off 
the pistol range, because I knew 
th at precise and delicate trig g er 
control, w ith the sensitive pad 
of the first finger autom atically 
pressing or holding as the hand­ 
gun sights w aver on and off the
